Notice of Amendment 

1 . In response to the amendment filed on 02/1 1/2008, amended claim(s) 1 , 5, 20, 
and 23, canceled claim(s) 10-19, and new claim(s) 27-30 is/are acknowledged. The 
current rejections of the claim(s) 1-9 and 20-26 is/are withdrawn. The following are set 
forth: 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -9 and 20-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose, teach, and/or fairly suggest a swallowable gastrointestinal tract 
sampling device, comprising inter alia: a blocking member disposed within an inner 
chamber defined by capsule walls comprised of a permanently joined cap and body 
member, wherein the blocking member is disposed adjacent an inlet opening, is flexible, 
and has at least one aperture therethrough for a flow of body substance into the inner 
chamber. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
